TEAM LOST IN RED DEER RIVER 

Mound P.P.. Alta.. July 10—Last 
Thursday while a party of settlers 
were fording the Red Deer river at 
McDougall’s crossing (25 miles west of 
Olds) they came to one of the chan- 
nels where the for! had been washed 
out with the result that the great cur- 
rent of water struck the wagon box 
and threw the wagon completely over 
pitching the three men into the water.
